The labels on the products. list

- People already on prescription 
medications for arthritis may be 
‘at greater risk from those pro- 
ducts, because of the possibility of 
overdose or drug interactions. 
EDA officials said people taking 
the herbal products should stop 
and, if they are taking other me- 
‘@ications, should sée their physi- 
cian. . 

FDA is asking staté and iocal 
‘offcials, the U. S. Customs, U. S. 
‘Postal Service, and the State De- 
‘partment for help in destroying ex- 


‘isting stocks of these products, and - 


preventing them from entering the 
‘United States and keeping them 
from unsuspecting consumers. 

In August, FDA’s ‘Atlanta district 
office. received a report of the 
death of a 70-year-old woman who 
had been taking the herbal rem- 
-edy “Chuifong Toukuyan,” She was 

_ weported suffering from rheuma- 
‘oid. arthritis. The product was re- 
eeived through the U. S. mail 
from the Sun Wuan Trading Co., 
td. 44 Lee Chung Street, Sze 
Hing Loong, Industrial Building, 
9th Floor, Flat B, Chaiwan, Hong 
Kong. 

FDA’s investigation has revealed 
‘that the “Chuifong Toukuwan” tak- 
‘en by the deceased contained indo- 
methacin. , 

In October, FDA received a re- 
sport from New York of major side 
effects in another user of ‘Chui- 
fong Toukuwan.” The “Chuifong 
“Toukuwan” in the New York case 

contained hydrochlorothiizide. 

“Chuifong, Toukuwan’’ (some- 
times spelled differently) origin- 

ates from several sources and is 
available throughout the United 
States. The products usually come 
in via air mail in small shipments 
to health-food stores, oriental food 
Stores, and novelty shops and oc- 

_ gasionally directly to-the consum- 

er. 

Tha products are sometimes 
peddled door-to-door. 

The are hard, round black or 
brown pills, approximately 14 inch 
in diameter. They are packaged 
jm cellophane bags of 60 each and 
iu glass bottles, all of which may

Typical English la- 
béling suggests thé products. are 
helpful to those suffering from 
arthritis, osteoarthritis, rheuma- 
tism, headache, anemophobia 
(a fear of high winds), paralysis, 
back neuralgia, bone pain, acute 
or chronic neuralgia, and other 
pain caused by rheumatism. Only 
herbal ingredients are, listed. 
Besides Sun Wuen’s “‘Chuifong 
Toukuwan,” the herbal remedies 
tested and found to contain pres- 
cription drugs are the “Long Life 
Brand Nan Lien Chuifong Touku- 
wan” and “Long Life Brand New 
Formula Chuci Fong Tou-Gu Wan” 
made by Nan-Lien Pharmaceutical 
Company of the same Hong Kong 
address as Sun Wuen, and the 
“Shou Sing. Brand Chuifong of the 
Toukuwan”’ Shou Sing Pharma- 
ceutical Co., Taipei, Taiwan. 
While the names of the products 
are the same or similar, the re- 
lationship of the Hong Kong and 
Taiwan companies is not known. 
In 1974, “Chuifong Toukuwan” 
and similar products were involv- 
ed in one death and hospitaliza- 
tion of three other persons in the 
San Francisco area. There was 
also one hospitalization in Minnea- 
polis. At that time an FDA inves- 
tigation and laboratory analysis 
disclosed that the pills used con- 
tained phenylbutazone and amino- 
pyrine. Additional drugs found in 
1974 were methyltestosterone, 
prednisolone, diazepam, chloro- 
zoxozone aid acetaminophen. 
NOTE: Chuifong Toukuwan is 
pronounced ‘‘Chewy-Fong Too-Koo-

ANIMAL AND PET NEGLECT + 
UP IN WINTER ; 


The Division of Animal Welfare, 

Maine Department of Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Resources reports 
that animal welfare violations for 
November were ahead of October 
and will continue to rise during 
the winter, 

* Stanley Browne, Director of Ani- 
mal Welfare, says this increase 
in violations at winter’s onset is 
because some animal owners do 
not take the proper precautions to 
adequately protect their livestock 
and pets against wintertime con- 
ditions. He warns that Maine law 
calls for animals to be provided’ 
with proper shelter, protection 
from the weather, and humanely 
clean conditions. P 

Browne said that dogs which are 
tied must be provided with dog- 
houses or shelters which are wea- 
therproof, including floor and bed. 
ding. Metal barrels or drums are 
not acceptable as doghouses. Teth- 
ering animals without shelter out- 
side during inclement weather or 
stb-freezing temperatures or fail- 
ure to provide access to shelter 
for pastured animals could result 
in a court summons. for violation 
of the animal, cruelty statutes. 

According to Browne, the best 
defense against animal health 
problems resulting from the add- 
ed stress of cold weather is proper. 
shelter and an adequate and nu- 
tritious feed program. 

The animal cruelty statutes are 
part of the Maine Criminal Code 
and a conviction is punishable by a 
fine of up to $1,000.00 or imprison- 
ment for a period of less than one 
year. j

FARMERS, FISHERMEN MUST 
PAY ESTIMATED TAX SOON 


Individuals engaged in the farm- 
ing or fishing industries who earn- 
ed at least two-thirds of their 
1979 or 1980 gross income from 
farming or fishing must make a 
declaration of estimated fax for 
1980 and pay all taxes due by Jan. 
15, 1981, according to J. J. Jen- 
nings, Director of the Internal Re- 
venue Service in Maine. 

However, farmers or fishermen 
who plan to file their income tax 
réturns for 1980 and pay the total 
tax by March 2, 1981 are not re- 
quired to make an estimated tax 
declaration. 

Qualified farmers or fishermen 
who pay their total tax by March 
2, should obtain from the IRS 4 
copy of Form 2210-F, “Underpay- 
tient of Estimated Tax by Farm- 
érs and Fishernien.’’ They shoiild 
enter, “Exempt, farmer/fisher- 
man” on line one of Form 22i0-F, 
not complete the rest of the form, 
and submit it with Form 1040, the 
IRS adds. 

The IRS has three free publica- 
tions, which explain in detail fil- 
ing réquirements: Publication 225, 
“Farmer's Tax Guide’; Publica 
tion 595, “Tax Guide for Commer- 
cial Fishermen,’ and Publication 
505, “Tax Withholding and Esti- 
mated Tax.* ~

Taxpayers must pay by Jan. 16, 
1981 thé fitial installment of e¢s- 
timated incomé tax if they did 
not have enough 1980 Federal tax 
withheld or if their ametded in- 
come Estimates for 1980 changed 
substantially during the last quar- 
ter, according to J. J. Jennings, 
District Director of the Internal 
Revenue Service in Maine. 

The one exception to this rule is 
for taxpayers who file their re- 
turns to pay all taxes due by Feb. 
2, 198i, accordiig to the IRS. 

Generally, taxpayers miist file 
estimated tax if their tax is ex- 
pected to be $100 or more and 
if they have more than $500 in 
income not covered by withhold.

SOLAR TERMINOLOGY 

“Today there are thousands of 
scientists, architects and engineer; 
working to develop advanced solar 
energy systems to heat, cool and 
light our buildings, 

As with any new technology, a 
special lexicon has emerged to 
describe the principles and con 


cepts surrounding ‘solait ~energy | 


applications.’ 
While most of these words are 
commonplace to various s¢ientific 


buildings, the alert consumer will 
want to learn some of the more 
basic solar terms. © 

The following words are among 
those most frequently used by 
home-builders, architects and de- 
signers working in the field of so- 
lar energy. Moreover, these terms 
will. be. used repeatedly in future 
columns to describe some of the 
more popular. solar energy heating 
and cooling systems in use today. 
Corisumers wishing to learn more 
about solar terms should write for 
the Solar Energy Glossary at the- 
address listed at the énd of this 
column, In the meantime, an un- 
derstanding of the following words 
and phrases should help the aver- 
age consumer begin to “speak” 
solar energy. 

Active System—a solar heating 
or cooling system that generally 
requires solar roof collectors to 
capture the sun’s heat and mech-

Heat Gain—an increase in the 
amount of heat contained in a 
space, resulting from direct so-

Passive System—a solar heating

RATE 7.7% IN NOVEMBER 
Manpower Affairs Commission- 
er David W. Bustin has announ- 
ced that Maine’s unemployment 
rate for November was 7.7%, up 
from. 7.0% in October. ‘‘Novem- 
ber’s unemployment rate reflects 
anticipated seasonal changes. and 
the continuing effects of the re- 
cession,” Bustin said. “The rate 
does not seem to indicate any fur- 
ther significant deterioration of the 
State’s economy in November.” 

The ‘November unemployment 
rate represents an estimated 
37,800 persons unemployed, an in- 
rease of 7,100 since November 
1979, when the unemployment rate 
was 6.3% 

As expected, the unemployment 
rate rose between October and 
November as a result of seasonal 
employment declines. The end of 
the fall potato harvest resulted in 
.@ large decrease in agricultural 
employment. Nonfarm wage and 
salary employment dropped 3,500, 
also largely the result of season- 
al factors. 


Manufacturing employment drop- 
ped 1,100 between October and No- 
yember, with a sharp decrease in 
fish processing employment ac- 
counting for most of the drop.

BURGLARY ON RISE IN MAINE 
-—FIRST TIME IN FIVE YEARS 
SAY STATE POLICE : 


For the first time in five years 
burglary is on the rise in Maine. 

“According to the State Uni- 
form Crime Reporting statistics, 
there were 6,358 reported crimes 
of burglary fram January through 
June 1980, ‘with residential burg- 
lary outpacing commercial burg- 
lary by two to one,” said Colonel 
Allan H.. Weeks, Chief of the 
Maine State Police, 

Col. Weeks said that property 
stolen during the six month period 
resulted in a loss of $2,427,824 in 
Value for an average Joss of more 
than $381 per crime. 

The. Uniform Crime Reporting 
(UCR) statistics, compiled from 
municipal, county and state police 
agencies, show there were 4,160 
home burglaries from January 
through June 1980—representing 
65% of all burglaries, | : 

“Residential ‘burglaries are ex- 
pected to continue to be a lucra- 
tive target. for thieves with the 
prime targets being precious jew- 
els and metals, antiques, and el- 
ectronic equipment such as TV’s 
and stereos,” said Weeks, 

The state police said residential 
burglaries are difficult to prevent 
or solve without the cooperation 
of homeowners, 

To help prevent burglary, the 
Maine State Police advise: 

—Reporting suspicious persons 
and/or unusual activities to the 
State Troopers in the area or 
nearest police agénicy. 

—Keeping doprs and windows, 
including the garage, locked és- 
pecially when not at home. 

— Recording serial numbered 
items or those items engraved 
with a social security number on 
a list such as the Maine State Po- 
lice Personal Property Record, and 
keep it in a safe place. 

—Not leaving notes indicating 
no one at home, and 

—Not hiding spare keys “where 
no one would ever look”,

But temperature below that or 
equivalents caused by the winds, 
become really dangerous. 

The suh from the window this 
morning shone, as it has: since 
September and seemed always to 
be drifting toward the south. Now 
however, it has stopped moving 
south as. it seemed to, and’ is 


‘slowly climbing up the sky again. 


The change of course is so slight 
that it is hard to notice. It’s. the 
motion of the earth not the sun 
that makes this happen,

I thought of the spicy breath 
beaten from the pines far away 
among the hills, But my day was 
spent inside where I found plenty 
to do. :

hospital and used by patients may 
have been unsafe and posed a 
+ threat to their well-being,” said 


Dick Powell, RCH plant engineer. 


“Our new policy was written with 
the patient’s safety in mind.” 

The new policy specifically pro- 

' hibits patients bringing to RCH 
and. using items requiring an ex- 
ternal source of power. Exam- 

*\ ples were televisions, radios, trans- 
' ‘mitters, receivers, scanners, hair 
dryers, curlérs, heating pads, blan- 
kets, and miake-up kits. Necessary 
exceptions will be made.” 

Powell continued, ‘‘We will per- 
mit the use of electric shavers and 
any appliance provided by the 
hospital. Appliances prescribed by 
physivians and those necessary to 
accommodate patient's handicap 
will be permitted after being in- 
spected, and approved by our de- 
partment.” 

Patients. are being asked not to 
bring appliances when they come 
to RCH for admission. “However,” 
added Daisy Patterson, RCH ad-

COUNTY FOOD STAMP 
BENEFITS WILL INCREASE 

Oxford County Food Stamp bene- 
fits will increase by $51,709. in 
January, according to Human Ser- 
vices Department officials. 

Annual adjustments by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, based 
on overall cost of living and the 
increase in costs of USDA’s esti- 
mated minimum family food bud- 
gets are responsible for the rise 
in benefits. The standard deduc- 
tion will increase from $75 to $85. 
In addition, the maximum deduce- 
tion a family may claim for ex- 
eess shelter costs and dependent 
care will rise from a combined 
total $90 to $115. The revised mini- 
mum food budget will be increased 
by about $6 per person. 


A total of 7,387 people in Ox-. 


ford County received food stamp 
benefits in December, amounting 
to""$270,128. 

The Department of Human Ser- 
vices will automatically recompute 
each household’s benefits later this 
month, to reflect the adjustments 
in January benefits.

VEHICLES LEFT ON 
TROOPER-PATROLLED ROADS 
MAY BE TOWED AWAY 

The Maine State Police advise 
motorists leaving motor vehicles 
along the Turnpike, Interstate sys- 
tem, and secondary roads patroll- 


ed by Troopers may result.in their . 


vehicle being towed away during 
the winter months. 

“Unless a motor vehicle is mov- 
ed within a short period ‘of time 
of abandonment during this time 
of year, there is no alternative but 
to have it towed away to facilitate 
snow removal. Motorists who have 
left their vehicles to get immedi- 
ate help are advised to put a note 
on their dashboard or on the 
windshield—so their vehicle will 
not be towed away,” said Colonel 
Allan H. Weeks, Chief, Maine State 
Police. - 

According to Section 1111 of the 
Maine Vehicle Law, the state po- 
lice “‘may cause any vehicle park- 
ed, disabled or abandoned on any 
way so as to interfere with or 
hinder the removal of snow . . + 
or parked within the limits of a 
highway right-of-way, to be re- 
moved from the way and placed in 
a stitable parking place, at the 
expense of the person in whose 
name. such vehicle is registered.” 

The law states that the garage 
or parking lot owner or service 
station ownér or manager shall by 
registered mail notify the register- 
ed owner if his/her identity can be 
ascertained, of the place where the 
vehicle may bé reclaimed.

‘SOME OF WINTER’S. HARDEST 
BLOWS COULD STILL COME 

Some of the hardest blows of 
winter could come within the next 
few weeks, causing problems for 
the motorist whosé vehicle is not 


fully prepared for winter’s sever- Ee 


est tests. 

“Traffic tie-ups, stalled ears, ab- 
andoned vehicles and accidents are. 
common sights during stormy wea- 
ther and are primarily the résult 
of inadequate vehicle care and 
faulty judgment in driving,’ said 
Commissioner Arthur A. Stilphen 
of the Maine Department of Public 
Safety. 

Motorists are advised to check 
now on whether their vehicles will 
be able to ‘take it’? when heavy 
snowfalls and sleet. storms lead to 
problem-driving. 

Batteries going “dead” and 
lights failing to work ‘when 
needed should be corrected, said 
Stilphen, and. defrosters unable to 
clear windshields adequately 
should be repaired. 

In addition, ignition, radiator, fan 
belts, spark plugs’ and other en- 
gine parts can be checked to de- 
termine whether they are working 
properly. Snow tires are advisa- 
ble, and reinforced tire chains are 
a must for severest conditions. 

“Motorists should not drive dur- 
ing severe winter storms; howev- 
er, those who must travel should 
reduce speed’ drastically, put ‘on 
chains for needed traction, make 
sure gas tank is full and operate 
with extraordinary care,’’ said the 
Maine: Public Safety Commission- 
er.
